A headache, fever, 
the “black vomit,” which was a 
hemorrhage from the stomach 
mixed with bile, and death save 
for the pitiful few, was the 
schedule. 

Wives of Army officers and the 
elegant Spanish ladies riding in 
their rich carriages wore bags of 
asafoetida. Frequent spitting was 
advised. The Army burned the 
clothing and tents of the dead. 
But, still they died. 

Few paid much heed to the 
ever-present mosquitoes—save to 
slap at them and to curse them, 

For 19 years Dr. Carlos Finlay, 
a Havana physician, had been in- 
sisting mosquitoes caused the dis- 
ease, but few paid him any at- 
tention, But Reed and his associ- 
ates decided to test it. There had 
to be volunteers for the fdea. 

The idea, was this—capture 
mosquitoes, let them feed on the 
body of a patient ill with yellow

“Reported damaged or de- 
astroyed were 65 tanks, 190 trucks, 
nine half tracks plus railroad roll- 
ing stock, bridges, and troops,” 
the communique said. 

“The figures are based on re- 
ports from high speed planes and 
may contain some duplication of 
damage.” . 

The communique said _ that 
American casualties in the Korean 
fighting as of 6 p. m. Monday (4 
a. m. EDT Monday) were: 27 
killed, 94 wounded, 245 missing. 

A South Korean division near 

Chinchon was pushed back about 
five miles, the communique said. 
_ The communique also reported 
that the North Koreans have been 
building up their forces in. the 
Umsong-Chungju area and mov- 
ing Southeast from Wonju toward 
Cheshon. 

First American advance head- 
quarters said “Severe fighting” 
was in progress in the Western 
sector of the front, which is held 
by the Americans. 

A dispatch from United Press 
Staff Correspondent Robert Mil- 
ler, which was sent to Tokyo by 
courier, revealed that the Ameri- 
can tanks rolled into the fighting 
Monday. 


Miller related that in its first 
action an American tank blasted 
a North Korean tank, presumably 
built by the Russians, at a dis- 
tance of 10 yards. 

“The Commies took off like a 
bunch of scared rabbits when the 
tanks opened up,” said Lt. Joe E.

Britain Maps

LONDON, July 10—Britain will 
send to Moscow soon a reply to 
Deputy Foreign Minister Andrei 
Gromyko’s request for “elucida- 
tion” of the London government’s 
original appeal to the Soviet Union 
to use its influence to help end the 
Korean war. : 


The status of the correspondence 
between the two capitals was con- 
firmed unofficially here Monday 
night. At the same time reports 
that Britain was preparing a de- 
tailed Korean peace plan and was 
about to submit it to the Soviet 
Union was authoritatively denied. 


The British reply to Moscow had 
not been sent Monday night but it 
will go forward shortly, authori- 
tative sources said. While it will 
expand somewhat on the original 
note it will in no sense be a 
separate plan for ending the Ko- 
rean fighting outside the frame- 
work of the United Nations, these 
sources declared. 


Britain is fully committed to 
support—and is actively support- 
ing—-the United Nations program 
of military aid for South Korea, 
it was stressed. At the same time, 
since the British government, with 
full knowledge .of the United 
States and other United Nations 
powers, has asked the Soviet 
Union to try to st¢m the Korean 
war, it would be wrong, in the 
opinion of responsible officials 
here, to ignore any possibility of 
ending the growing conflict in 
Korea and the international ten- 
sion arising from it.

I 
think we should give the op- 
ponents of the FEPC bill an op- 
portunity to make their case.

We note with satisfaction that a secur- 
ity blackout has been applied to the Third 
Army, some combat units of which soon 
will move to the Korean area. 

We think the public ought to have all 
the news consistent with safety, and it is 
our business as a newspaper to supply it. 
But we seriously question the public re- 
lease of details of troop movements when 
fighting is going on. 

Communist troops in Korea have been 
temporarily slowed down but American 
troops still are outnumbered and there 
is no prospect for the quick, easy victory 
that many expected when the action 
began. 

The Red Korean troops are tough. 
Many have seen service with the Chinese 
Communists and are. battle-hardened. All 
are well-trained. It will require weeks of 
bombing of supply lines to be felt at the 
front. 

Atrocities against American troops, re- 
tase ne yesterday, are typical of Soviet and 

viet satellite mentality. 

Although 46 member countries of the 
United Nations now support the South Ko- 
rean Republic, it ought to be kept in mind 
that the Russians control one-third of the 
world’s area and one-fourth of the world’s 
ee. Whether the Korean conflict 

roadens into a general one depends en- 
tirely upon whether the Kremlin feels 
ready for an all-out offensive.

The Crippled . 
Children Are First 


Holding the Elks high in our esteem, as 
we do, we continue to be seriously dis- 
turbed by the events of the Crippled Chil- 
dren’s Hospital situation. 

Clayton Burke has resigned as director 
of the haspital. This is almost incredible. 
Few hospitals could have a man so de- 
voted to the institution. In a very real 
sense it was Burke who was the leading 
spirit behind the move to have the Elks 
give to themselves this primary reason 
for existence—as the Shriners found one 
in their work with crippled children. 

It appears, as best we can learn, that 
the National Society for Crippled Chil- 
dren wanted to enlarge the base—that is, 
to allow some other agencies to assist with 
the sale of seals to carry on the work and 
a slim majority of Elks membership want- 
ed to continue to do all the job. This, with 
all understanding of their pride, we be- 
lieve to be a narrow viewpoint not in 
keeping with the Elk’s own views—which 
are to serve crippled children and not to 
build up prestige for themselves. 

To be disassociated from the National 
Society for Crippled Children is to de- 
prive the children of needed aid. It wiil 
in time become difficult to obtain first- 
rate doctors and hospital workers for a 
hospital not nationally affiliated. It is an 
act, we believe, taken in haste. What 
would happen, for example, if the infan- 
tile paralysis program were to be cut off 
from the National Foundation with all its 
power to assist and carry on research? 


We admire the Elks and their zeal for 
the hospital. It is, and has been, 2 very 
fine thing. But if Clayton Burke resigns, 
then we believe something is wrong some- 
where. And certainly there is more 
strength in co-operation and association 
than in going it alone merely to satisfy 
local pride. : 

The children are the real job. 

They deserve the best that can be ob- 
tained. There will be plenty of “credit” 
for the Elks if they allow others to assist.

We cannot afford to be caught unpre- 
pared to throw all of our resources into 
a conflict should the Kremlin give the 
signal the world struggle is on.

Broad Street Extension 
A Progressive Step 


The extension of Broad Street from 
Mitchell to Garnett, marked at formal 
ceremonies yesterday, is a progressive and 
noteworthy downtown improvement 
which ought to help alleviate the City’s 
growing traffic problem. 


Eventually, the lengthened Broad 
Street will tie in with one leg of the Ex- 
pressway, providing an outlet for traf- 
fic at that end. 

Accompanying the extension are new 
and better lighting and traffic signals 
which will increase the flow of traffic.

very few Senators next January—as a matter 

of record, only three. On the other hand, 14 

Representatives will move over into the Senate as the result of 
the recent Democratic primary. 


Senators Howard Overby, of Hall County; Lawton Usry, of 
Jeff Davis, and Willis Smith, of Carroll, have been nominated to 
the House as their terms in the Senate end.-~ Only two of the 
54 Senators are eligible for renomination, under the rotation sys- 
tem by which the various counties in a Senatorial District swap 
their Senator around. The Atlanta Senator can be renominated, 
since Fulton is the only county in the district. However, Sen. 
Roy LeCraw didn’t seek renomination this year and former Sen. 
Everett Millican will return to the upper house. A new law per- 
mits Chatham to send a Senator twice for every one time Effing- 
ham County sends one—so Spence Grayson, the President Pro 
Tem, is coming back again. 


Moving from the:House into the Senate will be Mose Eden- 
field, of McIntosh County; D. J. T. McLaughlin, of Wayne County; 
Ellison Dunn, of Seminole; Herman Holliday, of Schley; Wallace 
Adams, of Wheeler; Elliott Hagan, of Screven; Roscoe Coleman, of 
Richmond; Walter Williams, Sr., of Jones; G. W. King, of Chatta- 
hoochee; John Drinkard, of Lincolnton; Dr. Marcus Mashburn, of 
Forsyth County;. Harold Willingham, of Cobb County; Henry 
Harden, of Ben Hill County, and Andrew Tuten, of Bacon County.

In one of a series of The Con- 
stitution’s articles giving the picture, biographical sketch, and 
ideas of the newly nominated solons, Hollis says there is so much 
confusion in the House that the lawmakers can’t give proper 
study to the bills. He urges more restriction on the people ad- 
mitted to the floor; committee space for the various committees, 
and complete copies of the bills far enough in advance for study.

First, I want to say that he should be satis- 
fied with his vote, counting about 125 times as 
much as it would have had there been no County 
Unit System, or had he lived in Atlanta, assum- 
ing that he voted in Ware County, which went 
against Talmadge. However, I cannot see why 
he should gripe, for Talmadge was elected under 
the Unit System, but had about 10,500 more votes 
than Thompson under popular vote. 


Getting back to the Unit System, it is just as 
right as the allotment of State Senators, or Rep- 
resentatives, who are our “Unit Vote” in making 
of your laws. Elected by the sections they repre- 
sent and by the people whom they represent, we 
have representation of the rural as well as the 
densely populated centers. This system is the 
only way these sections could have any voice. 

If you do away with the Unit System, you, 
at the same time, should pass laws allowing 
every voter the privilege of voting on all State 
House officers and that they may be selected at 
random, not from any specific locality. Then 
every voters’-vote would be equal in value. But 
the county of Ware (and all of the more thinly 
settled counties) would cease to have any rep- 
resentation, and at the same time cease to derive 
any benefit from our State government, neither 
in roads, State markets nor other benefits she 
now enjoys. 

It is regrettable that a man, who knows just 
how the units should be allotted, was not pres- 
ent when.this allotment was made, and that he 
does not reside where the Atlanta bankers, 
lawyers, doctors and college professors could rub 
elbows with him. Though it would probably 
break the heart of some of “backwoodsy” farm- 
ers of Echols, Charlton (or Ware) Counties. 

I do not think that the “Dunderheads” who 
drafted the law setting up the County Unit 
System were near so stupid as some of the 
critics who are sore because their candidate lost 
in the elections (under this system) for the sys- 
tem is right. ROBERT E. FOKES.

Among economic measures, aside from the 
familiar and. vast ECA program, there is the 
so-called Point Four Program. That is for tech- 
nical assistance of all sorts to undeveloped na- 
tions’ to help them improve living conditions by 
modernizing agricultural and industrial methods, 
providing new food facilities, stamping out dis- 
ease; in short, to make their lands more livable. 

As one high official] here ‘put it: “You've got 
to give people something to live for.” A man 
whose work carried him all about the world, he 
said that nothing had so raised the spirits of peo- 
ple elsewhere as the Point Four Program, its 
aims and its potentialities. 

It is a relatively very inexpensive program. 
President Truman asked that $45,000,000 be ap- 
propriated for it. Congress reduced this to $35,- 
000,000, But now, in the necessary bill appro- 
priating the funds, this was slashed to $10,- 
000,000 by. the Senate Appropriations Committee. 
Why, it is hard to understand. 

The United Nations has a similar program 
of its own in which $20,000,000 was to be spent,

of which the United States had pledged 60 per- 
cent, or $12,007,500. The appropriation contem- 
plated by the Senate Committee would not even 
meet that pledge. That has caused consterna- 
tion at Lake Success among representatives of 
other nations which had counted much on that 
program and our participation, as well as on 
our program. 

What makes the Senate Committee’s attitude 
difficult to comprehend is that this is our sort 
of endeavor, the export of our particular kind 
of know-how. It is something, too, that we have 
been doing, without much publicity, for a long 
time, as was pointed out in example after ex- 
ample by Secretary of State Dean: Acheson to 
governors at the recent White Sulphur Springs, 
W. Va., governors conference—sanitation, cleans- 
ing of water supplies, introduction of new crops 
and new methods in agriculture, school adminis- 
tration, fiscal and budget procedures—all by 
American experts in countries all over the globe. 


It may be hard for our people to see the 
possibilities of such a program because, with 
all the improved living conditions that we 
enjoy, we have taken for granted for so long 
things that are not even known in many parts 
of the world—and that may be reflected in 
Congress. 


Their introduction thus far has made friends 
for us, as it will continue to do. Likewise, eco- 
nomic improvement will open markets for us and 
other highly industrialized nations in the North 
Atlantic community, and give us as well new 
sources of supply for raw materials with im- 
proved methods of producing them elsewhere. 

This is a long-time process, no quick salva- 
tion. But, in the end, it should help immeasur- 
ably to save our sort of free civilization. 

Congress surely will override the Senate Ap- 
propriations Committee and provide an adequate 
sum. 


A New Car for the Preacher 


WASHINGTON—We will now consider the shiny new sedan of the Rev. 
Tommy A. Hodge, of Temple, Okla., which was financed in its entirety by you— 
and me. The Rev. Mr. Hodge, a world war veteran, is a pastor of the Church of 
Christ. What he needed was a motor car so that he could call upon his flock. 
He’d read how the government had financed trucks for thousands of veterans who 


wanted to go into the hauling business. 


Wasn’t it reasonable for Uncle Samuel 


to put up the cash for an automobile to be used in perhaps the most important work of all? So 
he applied to the Reconstruction Finance Corporation for a loan of $1,600 to pay for a four-door 


sedan. 

On May 15 the Oklahoma City office of the 
world’s greatest banking corporation approved 
the loan and the Dominie got his vehicle. Pre- 
~.gumably, he has put it to excellent use. 


This transaction struck me as interesting. 
Chairman Harley Hise of the RFC knew noth- 
ing about it, but he said—facetiously perhaps 
—that he didn’t see how anybody could com- 
plain about a loan for a purpose as worthy as 
this. 


Director Harvey Gunderson had heard of the 
loan to the Rev. Mr. Hodge, but he wasn’t famil- 
jar with the details. He put me in touch with 
an official who was. 

My question was simple enough. Why didn’t 
the government let the Rev. Mr. Hodge finance 
his new car like the rest of us? 

“Well,” said the man, “probably he didn’t 
have the money to put up the down payment.” 

So the Oklahoma churchman got his car, 
under a 50. per cent G. I. guarantee. This means 
that the Veterans’ Administration will put up 
$800 of the loss, in case he can’t meet his pay- 
ments. These, however, will be small. 

They won't include any of those trick extra 
charges extracted by some finance companies, 
but will go along for the next several years at 
straight four per cent interest. This is a rate 
lower than most people have to pay to buy 
houses. ‘ 


I couldn’t discover exactly how long the 


minister will get to settle for his sedan. Under 
the law he could have up to 10 years, but the 
deal was made in Oklahoma City, and. head- 
quarters here wasn’t sure as to its terms. 

My man said he supposed that it would run 
for three or four years. The Rev. Mr. Hodge 
probably won’t have much automobile left after 
four years of bumping it along Oklahoma’s back 
roads. That leads to still another question. 


I asked what collateral the government 
had demanded of the Rev. Mr. Hodge to secure 
the loan. : 

“Why, we have a mortgage On his car,” 
the RFC man replied. 


He went on to say that Washington wasn’t 
entirely happy over its deal to bring the minis- 
try to the people of Oklahoma and that it had 
ordered a full report from the Oklahoma City 
office. 

This has not yet arrived, but he said he be- 
lieved that if the top men of the federal lend- 
ing agency had been consulted, the Rev. Mr. 
Hodge’s application would have been turned 
down. 

I am glad, myself, that he got the loan. With 
a car in which to travel, he can do great good. 
I do not begrudge my small share in the financ- 
ing thereof. I have only one small question left: 
If Uncle can buy motor cars for preachers, why 
not also for doctors, dentists, and newspaper 
reporters?

‘Come With Me Into Macedonia 


No detail of the Occupation is too minute for the Japanese to discuss in their 
letters to Gen. Douglas MacArthur. Farmers write to urge that the price of fer- 
tilizer be lowered, and the price of rice be raised, and hungry folk write to insist 
that the price of rice be forced down. These letters are valuable as indications of 
how the tides of public opinion flow in the conquered country, but how much 


effect they have on policy is hard to say. 


MacArthur receives a great deal of 


unsolicited advice, not only from the Japanese, but from editors and writers in America who pre- 
sumably know considerably less than he about how to run an Occupation, but who are not deterred 
by this fact. His attitude toward his amateur and far-off advisers may well be edie 5 by the 


words of a plaque which hangs on the wall in 
his plain, unadorned office in the Dai lichi 
Building. It bears the words of the Consul 
Paulus to the Roman Senate in the year 168 B. C. 
Paulus had been getting some criticism about 
the way he was conducting a campaign against 
Macedonia by folks who thought they knew 
more about it than he did, and he didn’t like 
it much. 


“Iu every circle, and, truly, at every 
table,” he said, “there are people who lead 
armies into Macedonia; who know where 
the camp ought to be placed; what posts 
ought to be occupied by troops; when and 
through what pass that territory should be 
entered ...and when it is proper to engage 
the enemy and when to lie quiet. 


“And they not only determine what is best 
to be done, but if anything is done in any other 
manner than what they have pointed out, they 
arraign the consul as if he were on trial be- 
fore them. These are great impediments to 
those who have the management of affairs. ... 

“T am not one of those who think that com- 
manders ought at no time to receive advice; 
on the contrary I should deem that man more 
proud than wise who regulated every proceed- 
ing by the standard of his own single judgment. 
What then is my opinion? That commanders 
should be counseled chiefly by persons of known 
talent ... whose knowledge is derived from 
experience; who see the country, who see the 
and who like people embarked in 
the same ship, are sharers of the danger. 

“If, therefore, one thinks himself qualified 
to give advice ... let him come with me into 
Macedonia. He shall be furnished with a ship} 
a horse, a tent; even his traveling charge shall 
be defrayed. But if he thinks this too much

trouble, let him not assume the office of a pilot. 
The city in itself furnishes abundance of topics 
for conversation; let it: confine its passion for 
talking within its own precincts, and rest assured 
that we shall pay no attention to any counsels 
but such as shall be framed in our own camp.” 

Amid a babble of many voices, some of them 
accusing him of being too harsh with the Japa- 
nese, others accusing him of being too kind, 
MacArthur has run his own show, paying no 
attention to those who did not “come with him 
into Macedonia.” 

Right now the chorus rises louder. Some 
urge we leave Japan before the menace of 
Communism makes the Occupation untenable 
without force of arms. Others urge him to bat 
the Communists down as fast as they stick their 
heads up. Some urge that we continue’ our 
policy of letting Formosa fall ‘to the Chinese 
Reds. Others urge we do everything short of 
war to see that it does not fall, leaving an enemy 
stronghold in the middle of our Pacific defen- 
sive line. 


Better than any of his long-distance ad- 
visors, MacArthur knows which coursé we 
should follow. His feeling, as those close 
to him explain it, is that we should sign 
with Japan a peace treaty that would give 
them political freedom, at the same time it 
gave us the right to maintain forces in Japan 
strong enough to guarantee the security of 
that unarmed country. He also believes, and 
has strongly urged, that Formosa be saved, 
as neutral or friendly territory. 


Most folks out here are willing to accept the 
old General’s judgment.

A Lot About The County Unit System 


The Macon Telegraph 


Under the Neill Primary Act, representation in the Georgia House of Representatives must be 


reapportioned each 10 years on the basis of latest Federal census. 


Thus it will become the duty of 


the General Assembly next year. to revise the number of representatives certain counties are entitled 


to send to the Legislature. 

Corresponding to this reapportionment of 
representatives is the change in county unit votes 
to which these particular counties are entitled. 

On the basis of early census reports, it ap- 
pears that eight Georgia counties will swap 
standings due to population changes. 

Under the Neill law, the eight largest coun- 
ties in the State are allowed three Representa- 
tives each; the next 30 counties, two Representa- 
tives each, and the remaining 121 counties, one 
Representative each. 

New census figures show Cobb County 
(Marietta) will replace Troup (LaGrange) as a 
three-Representative county. 

Tift, Clayton and Chattooga Counties also 
will replace Meriwether, Emanuel and Worth as 
two Representative counties. 

Since county unit votes are allotted on the 
basis of two votes for each Representative, 
these changes mean that Troup County will drop 
from six votes to four votes, while Meriwether, 
Worth and Emanuel will drop from four “to two 
votes each. 

Undoubtedly the citizens of these losing coun- 
ties will resent having the value of their indi- 
vidual votes sliced in proportion to the county- 
unit change. 

It would seem that 1951, while the neces- 
sary revision is under way, would be a rea- 
sonable and opportune time to overhaul] the 
entire county unit system to make it more equi- 
table throughout the State. 

Not only is the present range of apportion- 
ment from two votes to only six votes unjust 
to the urban counties, it is grossly unfair to the 
smaller counties to classify all of them in one 
group and assign them just two votes each re- 
gardless of their wide differences in population. 

There is a considerable difference, for exam- 
ple, in the populations of Houston County with 
two unit votes and Echols County with two unit 
votes. Houston has approximately 20,000 popula- 
tion and Echols about 3,000. 

We urge every legislator, whether he be from 
a rural or urban area, to seriously consider 
extensive revision of the county-unit system 
next year. 

It would be to the advantage of a great ma- 


jority of our counties and it would not hurt 


even the smallest county.

Yet the neighbors in the three small counties— 
just because the counties are small—wield a 
heavy club of disproportionate voting strength 
over the larger county. ; 

When the politicians take the stump they tell 
us we must fear Atlanta, Augusta, Macon, Sa- 
vannah and Columbus and that the unit vote 
protects us. Phooey. 

We need protection not from those cities, 
but from Cumming,. Dahlonega and Dawson- 
ville. That’s where we lose our voting power.

In their attacks on the county ufit system, the 
Atlanta newspapers consistently manage to for- 
get that the United States has for more than a 
century and a half elected its president and vice 
president under a closely similar set-up and that 
this country has done right well for the same 
period with exactly the same number of Sen- 
ators—two—from each state. 

The electoral college of the United States is 
made up on the exact principle under which the 
county unit system in Georgia functions. No 
mattér if a presidential candidate carries a state 
by only one vote, that state’s entire electoral 
vote—which is the number of Representatives it 
has in Congress—goes to that candidate! In at 
least one instance, a president has been declared 
elected by the electoral college when he received 
less popular votes than another candidate. 

Do the Atlanta papers take up the cudgel and 
wave the banner for abolition of the electoral 
college? They do not. 

Why, then, do the Atlanta dailies yell them- 
selves hoarse, condemning the county unit sys- 
tem, when they are quiet on the apportionment 
of senators and the electoral college? If they are 
honest in believing the county unit system evil, 
why do they not attack with equal vigor the 
same thing existing on a national level? 

The reason is simple. The Atlanta dailies are 
tired of having nobody listen to them. They are 
sick of being weak sisters, whose support of a 
candidate is the kiss of death, that kiss auto- 
matically dooming him to defeat. 

Their pride is hurt to realize that they carry 
so little weight with the rural people of Georgia. 
They have been successful in duping most of the 
city dwellers who do not enjoy the benefit of in- 
dependent thinking newspapers. 

Therefore, they are anxious to pull their 
noses out of the little counties—where they have 
so often been bloodied—and limit their attempts 
at leading the blind to fields which have proved 
more receptive. 

But they can never control State elections in 
Georgia as long as the county unit system exists! 

They are fooling nobody, except, perhaps,

Dr. Lewis stressed that plastic’ 
surgery was not a luxury—but an 
essential branch of the surgical 
field. 


He named as one of the most es- 
sential procedures the correction 
of a harelip. He advised plastic 
surgery at the earliest possible 
moment—during the first few 
days of life “because the baby re- 
sponds well and because it lessens 
the heartache of the parents.”

“Honey,” she told me, “I think you ought to know now. 

It is just as 
much your job as mine.” And you know, from that moment on,

There also is a change in the 
position of the seven instep 
bones with the weight thrown 
to the inner borders of the feet, 
and the footprint will be heavier 
toward the -inside of the foot. 
That is a weak position. Try to 
throw the weight to the outer 
border of the foot, and watch 
the difference in the footprint. 
Practice of this is correction 
and exercise. 


Now pick an unmarked 
stretch of hard beach, walk 
beautifully, and look back at the 
tracks. Walk in almost a 
straight line, 
straight ahead, upper legs close 
together, taking a comfortable 
stride, not too long, but not 
short or choppy. The footprints 
will bein almost a straight line. 


This sounds like child’s play,

* and it is fun... but it helps you 


to see your walk as others see 
it. And by the way, walking in 
sand is wonderfully good foot 
and leg exercise, particularly if 
you walk in your bare feet, In 
fact, it’s all-round streamlining 
exercise, for the shifting sand 
adds to the muscle work. 
When you're back in town, 
think about those tracks in the 
sand as you walk on the side- 
walk. Put one foot smoothly 
ahead of the other, toes pointed 
straight forward, using a sort of 
free wheeling motion at the 
hips ... and you can look like

Untrained Bride Finds Leisure 
Through Housework Schedule 


By CAROL CUNNINGHAM 


It isn’t long after the honeymoon is over that the bride finds herself the befuddled 
head of a vast business that, all too often, she is unequipped to run. 

Thanks to the antics of Cupid, her groom, who would recoil at the thought of hir- 
ing an inexperienced office manager, has selected an untrained woman to manage the 


business of his home. 

This business of homemaking 
cannot be underestimated, Like 
all other businesses, it requires 
an expense account, and its ef- 
ficiency depends largely on hav- 
ing proper equipment and a 
definite schedule of operations. 

Equipment, of course, will 
vary according to where the 
business is set up—in a room- 
ing house, home, furnished 
apartment, or unfurnished 
apartment, 


The operational schedule, 
likewise, will vary according to 
the outside demands on the 
bride’s time. The schedule of 
the working wife will have to 
diff@ from that of the non- 
working wife. 


But regardless of what time 
_ the bride has to devote to 
housekeeping, this time can be 
cut in half merely by assigning 
a definite time for cooking, 
laundry, cleaning, shopping, en- 
tertainment, leisure and being 
with one’s husband. 

Only when a woman har- 
nesses her housework to a time 
schedule, does she cease to be a 
slave to her home, and begin 
to enjoy the business of man- 
aging it. 

With time demands varying 
with each individual, no set 
plan can be laid down for ev- 
ery new homemaker, but cer- 
tainly the smart wife will be- 
gin her planning by allowing. 
if possible, Saturday afternoon 
and all day Sunday as leisure 
time,to be spent with her hus- 
band. 

This sounds difficult, 
isn't if the birde remembers 
that, with proper planning, no 
housekeeping duties, not even 
cooking, has to be done every 
day, 

The nonworking wife, in or- 
der to have week ends off, 
might plan to do her week end 
shopping and cooking on Fri- 
day. A ham, roast, or chicken, 
a salad, a pie or cake, prepared 
then will last through Sunday, 
eliminating week end cooking 
cares, Thorough cleaning could 
be done on Monday when the 
inevitable “week end messing” 
is a memory. This insures a 
clean house for the whole week, 
making only light dusting and 
sweeping necessary. 

Cooking need be done only on 

Monday, Wednesday and Friday 
if the bride’is wise enough to 
prepare meat and fish salads, 
cold cuts, etc., while her hot 
meals are simmering on the 
stove. 

If washing and ironing are 
delegated to Tuesday, all day 
Thursday will be free for call- 
ing, reading, club work, etc., 
and there will be many other 
leisure hours during the week. 

The working wife, needless to 
say, will find things a great 
deal more difficult. 

Any white collar bride will 
agree that coming home tired 
from a hot office to face a hot- 
ter stove is no picnic, and many 
a working wife will want to

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limit ber culinary efforts to 
opening a can, defrosting frozen 
foods and “just adding water” 
to a ready mix cake. But if 
the budget won't allow such 
time savers, she can still lick her 
problems by cooking only twice 

week and depending then on 
such long lasting items as a 
ham or roast and filling in with 
soups, salads and cold cuts. This 
schedule doesn’t mean meals 
will suffer, at least not in these 
hot months when cold supper is 
not only condoned but relished. 

With grocery stores now open 
on Friday evening, the working 
wife might plan to do her week’s 
shopping then, first depositing 
her washing at the laundrymat 
to be called for a few hours 
later. 


Ironing and thorough clean- 
ing will probably have to be 
delegated to Saturday morning, 
but this would leave the after- 
noon free for swimming or play- 
ing golf with the man of the 
house. 

Although routine dusting, 
sweeping, etc., have to be dpne 
daily, this schedule still leaves 
the working bride with Tues- 
day and Wednesday evenings 
and all day Sundays virtually 
free. 

Of course, such a schedule 
calls for careful planning. 

Weekly shopping, while sav- 
ing numerous time and money-

consuming trips to the grocer, 
calls, too, for planning the 
week's menus in advance and 
including on the market list 
every item, from the dash of 
paprika to the pinch of celery 
salt needed to create the week’s 
meals. 

Also, housewives who would 
confine their cooking to two and 
three days a week must know 
what will keep and what won't 
keep. 

Planning is needed in every 
phase of housework to make a 
workable schedule, but once the 
schedule is niade and work hab- 
its are established; housekeep- 
ing becomes increasingly easy 
and less time consuming. 

With an adequate plan of op- 
eration, no woman should find 
housekeeping either arduous or 
unpleasant, and the woman who 
finds it otherwise is usually 
wasting time, whether she real- 
izes it or not. 

The bride who tearfully com- 
plains of having spent the day 
over a hot stove is not only a 
pain in the neck—sghe is an in- 
competent manager of the busi- 
ness of housekeeping.

Does It Hurt Small Boys to Play With Toy Pistols? 


Answer: Not unless they will 
be able to get—or make—real 
ones when they’re older, and not 
then if they are properly trained 
in the use of firearms. Every 
small boy has “aggressive” im- 
pulses which it’s better for him 
to release in play than to “‘bot- 
tle up” altogether. Even “kill- 
ing” in play means no more to 
a small boy than “eliminating” 
an opponent in a golf or“tennis 
tournament (itself a symbolic 
battle) does to his father. Fight- 
ing is not all of life, but a boy’s 
fighting instincts should not be 
entirely smothered. 


Can a guilty conscience make 
a man hate his wife? 


Answer: Certainly. Many a 
man has hated his wife because 
of the remorse he felt at hav- 
ing wronged her; he sees in her 
the embodiment of the pain his 
conscience makes him suffer. 
The last way to win or hold 
anyone’s love is to make him 


ashamed of something that he 
has done to you—at best, the ef- 
fect of this will be to make him 
want to get as far away from 
you as he can. If you can’t 
“take” the way someone treats 
you, say so, but don’t try to 
“shame” him. 


Do unconscious acts show your 
real attitudes? 


Answer. Yes, writes E. T. Hall, 
Jr., in- the International Jour- 
na¥of Opinion and Attitude Re- 
search. The way to learn the 
real attitude of someone you are 
interviewing is to notice such 
facts as whether he keeps you 
waiting, whether he remembers 
your name and the time of the 
appointment, how much an- 
noyed he seems at being inter- 
rupted, and what “slips of the 
tongue,” if any, he makes. This 
approach was found especially 
revealing in the case of poli- 
ticians who tried to evade “tak- 
ing a stand” on controversial 
issues, ;

Cost of Living Up; 
War Given Blame 


NEW YORK, July 10—(AP)—The cost of living went up igo0-i9.98: 
another notch Monday. Meat and bread prices were hiked : 


in retail stores. 


Cotton soared $15 2 bale, Cot-| 


ton cloth prices moved upward, 
foreshadowing probable clothing 
price increases. 


Cocoa, coffee, sugar, hides and 


tin continued upward. 


The Korean war got much of 


the blame. But other factors en- 
tered in. 

A short crop in cotton spurred 
a $10-a-bale advance on futures, 
the daily limit permitted on the 
New York Cotton Exchange, and 
sent the price for a bale in the 
actual cash market up $15 to $190, 
or 38 cents a pound, highest since 
May, 1948. 

High consumer incomes and big 
appetites for meat got the credit 
. for sending meat prices higher at 
retail. At the same time, pork 
chops on the hoof hit new highs 
for two years on some livestock 
markets. 

Cattle went to the highest price 
level in a year. 

In Chicago, the American Meat 
Institute said the meat price rise 
was due to a strong demand cou- 
pled with normal] seasonal decline 


in the number of animals being 


sent to market. , 

Baking companies said _ costs 
have been mounting steady. “pri- 
marily labor.” 

Meat prices went up one to four 
cents a pound in New York stores. 
A chain store sold sirloin steak 
at 97 cents a pound. The same 
chain said prices might go up in 
Philadelphia later in the week. In 
Salt Lake City beef went up one 
to two cents a pound wholesale, 
with a retail hike expected. Re- 
tail meat was up one to four cents 
a pound in Chicago, where a 
spokesman said “the consumer is 
paying these prices willingly.”

Gehr, 39, a television director, 
with homicide in the sHooting of 
his wife, Andrea, 30, a refugee 
from Germany. Two of four pri- 
vate detectives accompanying Mrs. 
Gehr on the pre-dawn raid were 
slightly wounded by gunfire from 
the cabin. 

Gehr’s companion, red-haired 
Mrs. Dorothea Matthews, 30, was 


questioned by state troopers. No 
charge was placed against her. 
She and her husband, Mark, 
wealthy head of a New York mes- 
senger service, have been engaged 
in a headline-making divorce 
fight. Each has accused the other 
of frequent and flagrant adultery. 

The shooting occurred about 
1:30 a. m. as Mrs. Gehr, a friend 
and the four detectives rattled the 
screen door of the tiny cottage in 
a wooded section of Birch Hill, 
nine miles north of this Putnam 
County community. 

Gehr, a former Hollywood and 
Life Magazine photographer now 
working for American Broadcast- 
ing Company, is accused by state 
police of firing a .22-caliber rifle 
through the screen door and kill- 
ing his wife instantly, 

Then he continued to fire, po-

Billingsley Paroled 


J. B. Billingsley, who was sen- 
tenced to die in the electric chair 
eight years ago in Polk County 
for a slaying, has been released 
from prison under parole super- 
vision. Billingsley’s death sen- 
tence was commuted by the late 
Gov. Eugene Talmadge. . Now, 
having established a good prison 
record for more than seven years 
and being considered a good pa- 
role risk, the elderly Polk Coun- 
tian has been released by the 
Parole Board. 

In its recent paroles, the Board 
has made seven exceptions to its 
rules which require a prisoner to 
serve one-third of his minimum 
sentence, or seven years of a life 
sentence, before being considered 
for parole. O’Neal Hankerson, 
Jr., Negro, of Burke County, has 
been paroled after serving five 

ears of a life sentence. Bennic 

rank Watkins, Negro, served four 
years of a life term from Monroe 
County. M. A. Sumner, of Tift 
County, has been released after 
serving three years of a 10-to-20- 
year sentence for voluntary man- 
slaughter. C. O. Truluck, Negro, 
of Pierce County, has been freed 
on parole after serving three years 
of a 20-year term for a slaying. 
Caesar Mathis, Negro, was releas- 
ed after serving two years of a 
10-to-14-year term for burglary in 
Cook County. Chester Hood, of 
White County, was released after 
serving four years of a 20-year 
term for voluntary manslaughter. 
Howard Johnson, of Fulton Coun- 
ty, was released after serving 15 
months of a 6-to-8-year sentence 
for voluntary manslaughter. Dud- 
ley Head served six months of a 
3-to-5-year term for making liquor 
in Monroe County. 

A number of life-termers have 
been released on parole. They 
are: Elmo Buttersworth, whose 
life term for slaying in Johnson 
County in 1945 was commuted to 
12 years on March 19, 1950; Phil- 
lip Banks, Negro, given life in 
Camden County in 1943; Jake 
Howard, Negro, given life in Meri- 
wether County in 1943; Johnny 
Cudger, Negro, life in Fulton 
County in 1942; Dock Green, life 
im Hall County in 1943; Bennie 
Lee Evans, life in Butts County in 
1943; Jesse Comer, life in Musco- 
gee County in 1943; Elmo Sim- 
mons, Negro, life in Camden Coun- 


ty in 1943; Hugh Montgomery, life|, 


in Coweta County in 1940; Dewey 
Carter, Negro, life in Elbert Coun- 
ty in 1942; E. H. Maner, Negro, 
life in Bulloch County in 1942; 
Jim Davis, life for robbery by 
force in Warren County in 1941; 
Estell Kelley, Negro, life in Madi- 
son County in 1943; Elige Parker, 
Negro, life in Jenkins County in 
1939; Charlie Chestnut, life in 
Lowndes County in 1943, and W. 
D. MeMichen, given life for a sex 
erime in DeKalb County in 1939. 

Among other paroles was one 
for Mrs. Frances Edwards, who 
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was given eight years for volun- 
tary manslaughter in Fulton Coun- 
ty in 1946; Frank Hubbard, 20 
years for voluntary manslaughter 
in Greene County in 1935; Warren 
Moultrie, 20 years for robbery in 
Fulton County in 1939; Roy Wash- 
ington, 10 years for assault to’ 
murder in Bulloch County in 1948;| 
Arthur Smith, 15 to 20 years for 
robbery in Fulton County in 194], 
and Jimmie Lee Snipes, Negro, 
18-to-20 years for robbery in Up- 
son County in 1944, 

Rufus Tillman, Negre, who 
started serving a 10-to-12-year 
sentence for manslaughter in Ap- 
pling County in 1921 has finally 
been freed, legally, from prison. 
He escaped in 1924 and was not 
returned until 1949. He was pa-' 
roled after serving a year follow- 
ing his return. 

A white man and two Negroes 
fined $200 and sentenced to serve 
a month in prison for illegal 
trawling in Chatham County were 
paroled after serving 12 days, and 
paying the fine. They were Rich- 
ard Frazier and Toney Balark, 
both Negroes, and Marion White.
